must file with the internal revenue 
collector of his district a report any 
time betweent today and March I. H* 
will be notified before June I of the 
tax due, and payment will be due by 
June IS. 
The government expects to receive 
$1,201,000,000 from income taxes be 
fore July I, including $666,000,000 from 
individuals and $535,OOO,OOO from taxes 
of eo nw ation s. This is more than one I 
third of the $3,400,000,000 estimated re 
ceipt* under the war revenue act pas 
sed by congress at the last session. 
Prom excess profits taxes, the gov­ 
ernment expects to realize about $1 
220,000.000 before July I. 
The rate of tax for a married man 
or the head of a family is 2 per cent 
on the amount of his net Income ex­ 
ceeding $2,000, but less than $4,000. 
and 4 per c e n t on the amount of his 
net income above $4,000 but less than 
$5,000. 
An unmarried person not the 
Head of a family will pay 2 per cent. 
on the amount of net income above 
fl,00o but less than $3,000 and 4 per 
nt. on the net income above $3,000 
but less than $5,000, 
An extra levy, or surtax, in addition 
to the normal tax, Is imposed on Bi­ 
omes above $.’>,000, so that the amount 
of income between $5,000 and $7,500 
is subject to a total Income tax. in- 
luding both normal and extra, of 5 
per cent.; and between $7,500 and $10,- 
000, 6 per cent.

As a step toward church harmony 
Mr. John D. Rockefeller, Jr., 
would 
have the Baptists surrender the tenet 
that makes them a distinctive church 
His proposal is startling even though 
it touches a sympathetic chord in the 
minds of som e fellow 
member. 
I 
naturally raises opposition in certain I 
quarters, and the problem is now per­ 
haps in the arena for the Baptist de 
nomination to wrestle with. Mr. Rocke­ 
feller declared at a recent dinner of 
the New York City Baptist 
.Mission 
that he did not 
think 
immersion a 
necessary qualification 
for 
member 
ship, and remarked that the rite was 
an obstacle which had kept "perhaps 
better Christians than you or me out 
of the Baptist church.” 
Immersion as 
a condition 
for 
membership he de­ 
scribes as “man-made,” and predicts 
that “in the church of the future form 
and ceremony will play a minor part.” 
The Baptist pliurch, therefore, since 
it wishes to bear its part in the lead 
ership of tile church of the 
future. 
“must not exclude good Christian men 
and women on matters of form.” 
The 
wjar, he thinks, is hastening the con­ 
summation of the future church, which 
he visions in this form: 


“I see all denominational barri­ 
ers obliterated, and if the Baptists 
today have the courage and the 
breadth to stand on the platform 
of the founders of the church, it 
can be a part of the foundation of 
the church of the future— a leader 
in the church of the Living God. 
What a privilege! What an oppor­ 
tunity! In God a name, I ask, does 
any one dare to let it pass?" 
The daily press, which give 
much 
currency to Mr. Rockefeller’s words, 
also supply the cautious or outspoken 
opposition of certain prominent Bap 
tists. 
The Rev. Dr. Charles A. Raton, 
of the Madison avenue Baptist church, 
is liberal, but not revolutionary: 
“With all that Mr. 
Rockefeller 
said about the church of the future 
I agree. 
As to immersion as 
a 
prerequisite of membership— that 
is a great theologic al question and 
a matter of policy for Baptists to 
consider. 
Mr. Rocke feller is en­ 
titled to his view and I am glad 
that he expressed it. 
I feel 
the 
force of his contention, but do not 
know that I am prepared to go as 
far as he. 
I doubt if his opinion 
will find general support in our 
denomination. 
But I repeat that 
all Christians agree with him re­ 
garding religious co-operation 
in 
the future.” 
Mr. Rockefeller’s present pastor, Dr. 
Cornelius Woelfkin. takes the stand 
that immersion should be a voluntary 
privilege: 


“It should be 
taken 
from 
the 
door-sill of the church and placed 
upon the altar. 
It should not .be 
a matter of first importance in 
chureh-membership, but love 
of 
God and service of Christ should 
he the essential thing. 
Thousands 
of men are loyal to Christ whose 
names are not on the roll of any 
church. 
In many of the 
funda­ 
mental principles of the c hurch our 
fathers have tied our hands 
be­ 
cause they were made ritualistic 
instead of high privileges.” 


The pastor of an interdenomination­ 
al churc h, Rev. Joseph W. Kemp, a 
former Baptist, sees Mr 
Rockefeller 
as “one of the few men who can speak 
out.” 
He believes ‘ many more hold 
the same opinions, but do not dare 
to utter them.” 
But wholesale dis 
sent from the new position is uttered 
by Rev. O. W. Matherson, the evangel­ 
ist whose work is well known in the 
South as v e il as the North. 
He is re­ 
ported to have said that "just such 
apostasy to all religion as that brought 
out by Mr. Rockefeller had caused the 
Germans to regard the truth lightly 
and brought on the war.” 
The New 
^ ork Time's shows him as somewhat 
vitriolic; 
“Never mind for 
the 
moment 
Baptist belief concerning forms of 
baptism. 
The question is whether 
we are to tolerate John D. Rocke­ 
feller. Jr.* even with hi" wealth, 
and allow him to stay in a Baptist 
church in good standing, when he 
denies the fundamental 
doctrines 
of the Christian faith— an inspired 
and infallible Bible, the substitu­ 
tionary atonement of Jesus Christ, 
the resurrection, and the second 
coming of Christ in bodily form. 
John D,| Jr., was poisoned in 
bis religious belief by pastors of 
the Fifth avenue Baptist church 
in this city. 
Among the pastors 
were the Rev. Dr. J. H, Johnston, 
an evolutionist, und the Rev. Dr. 
C. F. Aked, a new theology apos­ 
tate. 
Both of these men 
have 
dropped out of the Christian minis­ 
try, or practically so. 
Churches 
don t want them. 
Johnston tried 
politics on 
Washington 
Heights 
and failed by being beaten, and 
Aked is busted to such extent that 
churches are not seeking him as 
pastor. 
The fruits of the poison of * 
false theology of these men are 
seen in the utterances 
of 
the 
younger Rockefeller. 
“I repeat that I wish 
to 
say 
nothing unehriatain of any 
man, 
certainly not of the Rockefellers, 
for whose benefactions and labors 
for enlisted men I e ntertain sin­ 
cere admiration. 
But tile matter 
is not giving of money, 
it is not 
ethics alone. 
It is sound faith and 
American patriotism. 
Besides, we 
must beware of young men with 
bobbles. 
Mr. 
Rockefeller’s hob­ 
by is the trust. 
It is the thing in 
religion he wants that made his 
father rich in oil. 
It is argued 
the re should be a trust In Protes­ 
tant ( liristianity, at the expense, 
if need be, of the destruction of 
some of the most cherished and 
'ital doctrines of the 
Christian 
faith 
My advice to Mr. 
Rocke­ 
feller is, instead of trying to break

Brest-I itovsk, Friday, Dec. 28.— (via 
Berlin and 
London),

31.— Pro­ 
visional agreem ent on a series of Im­ 
portant points including liberation of 
war prisoners and resum ption of com ­ 
m ercial relations, was reached Friday 
by the delegates of Russia and the cen­ 
tral powers in discussion of issues, 
which in the event of a general peace, 
would have to be settled am ong the 
nations represented in 
the 
negotia 
tions here. 
This provisional discus­ 
sion w as term inated Friday, the basis 
of an agreem ent adopted being reach­ 
ed under the reservation that it was to 
be exam ined by the governm ents rep 
resented by the delegates. 
In respect to treaty relations, an un 
derstanding was arrived at regarding 
the restoration of the situation as it 
existed when the w-ar began. 
It was provided that certain laws 
adopted during the w*ar shall be can­ 
celled, and that those affected thereby 
shall be restored to 
their 
previous 
rights or indem nified. 
The rules in regard to paym ent of 
war costs and dam age were defined 
in greater 
detail. 
Provisions 
were 
made concerning dam ages sustained 
by civilians outside the war area. 
An agreem ent in principle was reach­ 
ed regarding reciprocal liberation and 
return to the! rhom es of war prisoners 
and interned civilians, and also for the 
eturn of captured m erchant vessels. 
Speedy resum ption of diplom atic and 
consular relations Is em braced In the 
understanding. 
It Is set forth 
that 
there shal Ibe im m ediate stoppage of 
econom ic 
warfare, establishm ent, of 
com m ercial intercourse and the organ­ 
ized exchange of com m odities. 
A substantial understanding was ar­ 
rived at on which the basis of eco­ 
nomic relations shall be settled 
per­ 
m anently. 
Regarding the questions of occupied 
territory the R ussians m ade the fol­ 
lowing proposal: 
“In full accord with the public dec­ 
laration of both the contracting par­ 
ties that they cherish

bellicose 
plans and desire to conclude 
peace 
without annexations, Russia will w ith­ 
draw her troops from all parts of Aus 
tria. Hungary, Turkey and Persia, oc­ 
cupied by her while the powers of the

alliance

In accordance with 
the principles of the Russian govern­ 
m ent which has declared the right 
of all peoples living in Russia to self
